(1) 1Is a resident of Iowa; is,
notwithstanding subsection 3, paragraph “¢”, under the
age of twenty-six; is not a convicted felon as defined
in section 910.15; and meets the following criteria:

(a) Is the child of a peace officer, as defined
in section 97A.1, who is permanently and totally
disabled and who receives benefits under section
97A.6, subsection 5, or was killed in the line of duty
as determined by the board of trustees of the Iowa
department of public safety peace officers’ retirement,
accident, and disability system in accordance with
section 97A.6, subsection 16.

(b) Is the child of a police officer or a
fire fighter, as defined in section 411.1, who is
permanently and totally disabled and who receives
benefits under section 411.6, subsection 5, or
was killed in the line of duty as determined by
the statewide fire and police retirement system in
accordance with section 411.6, subsection 15.

(c) 1Is the child of a person described as a peace
officer under section 97B.49B or is the child of
a sheriff or deputy sheriff as defined in section
97B.49C, who is permanently and totally disabled and
who receives an in-service disability retirement
allowance under section 97B.50A, subsection 2, or is
killed in the line of duty as determined by the Iowa
public employees’ retirement system in accordance with
section 97B.52, subsection 2.

(2) If a student receives financial aid under any
other federal, state, or institutional scholarship or
grant program, the full amount of the other financial
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aid shall be applied to the student’s expenses first
and shall be considered part of the student’s available
financial resources in determining the amount of the
student ‘s award under this paragraph “d”. The total
financial aid for the student’s education, including
financial aid under any other program, shall not exceed
the student’s cost of attendance at the institution
which the student attends.

(3) For purposes of this paragraph d”:

(a) TApproved postsecondary education or training
program” means a program offered by an Iowa community
college or institution of higher education governed by
the state board of regents.

(b) “Permanently and totally disabled” means the
individual is unable to engage in any substantial
gainful activity by reason of a medically determinable
physical impairment which can be expected to last
for a continuous period or can be expected to result
in death. A certificate from a qualified physician
attesting to the individual’s permanent and total
disability must be submitted to the commission. The
certificate must include the name and address of
the physician and contain an acknowledgment that the
certificate will be used by the individual to qualify
for educational assistance pursuant to this section.>
